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REATER  care  should  be  taken  by  the 
^ managers  of  our  Spring  Athletic  teams 
in  arranging  dates  for  games,  so  that  there  will 
not  be  two  very  important  contests  the  same 
day,  as  was  the  case  Saturday  before  last ; 
Harvard  played  lacrosse  on  the  home  grounds 
and  the  second  Lafayette  game  was  played  in 
Easton.  More  pecuniary  benefit  would  have 
been  derived  by  the  lacrosse  management  had 
not  a number  of  men  gone  to  Easton  to  see 
the  ball  game,  and  a larger  delegation  gone  to 
Lafayette  to  support  the  team  by  good  cheer- 
ing, had  one  or  the  other  of  these  games  been 
p’ayed  on  some  other  date.  Oftentimes  these 
things  are  unavoidable  ; but  we  hope  that  here- 
after, better  arrangements  can  be  made. 

"T  T is  not  generally  known  what  a most 
courteous  act  the  Harvard  Lacros.se  team 
fulfilled  by  keeping  their  date  on  April  25th. 
That  very  week,  at  a mass  meeting,  Har\ard 
passed  re.solutions  to  abandon  Lacrosse  and 
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decided  that  all  future  dates  mu.st  be  cancelled. 
Upon  learning  however  from  Manager  Howard 
that  it  was  necessary  to  our  financial  success 
that  the  date  should  be  kept,  the  members  of 
the  Harvard  team  consented  to  pay  their  own 
expenses  to  Lehigh  and  save  the  honor  of 
their  college  by  giving  it  a reputation  for 
breaking  dates.  They  were  offered  their  ex- 
penses to  come  here,  but  after  acknowledging 
their  appreciation  refused  with  thanks.  All 
honor  to  Harvard’s  Lacrosse  team! 

/\  LARGE  number  of  last  year’s  graduat- 
^ ing  class  failed  to  join  the  Alumni 
Association,  an  institution  which  has,  since  its 
permanent  organization  in  1878,  done  the  Uni- 
versity and  our  students  a great  deal  of  good; 
and  only  waits  for  the  number  of  graduates  to 
a.ssume  larger  proportions  before  it  may  extend 
its  benefits  in  more  substantial  and  diversified 
ways.  It  is  therefore  imperatively  necessary 
that  each  graduate  of  this  and  succeeding  years 
identify  himself  with  the  Association  of  the 
Alumni,  that  its  hands  may  be  strengthened 
and  its  u.sefulness  increased.  Every  one  who 
has  taken  a degree  at  Lehigh  may  become  a 
member;  the  initiation  fee  and  yearly  dues  are 
not  large  and  should  be  willingly  paid  by  all 
who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  which  our 
University  is  able  to  afford. 

X amendment  to  The  Burr  constitution 
provides  that  hereafter  each  succeeding 
editorial  board  shall  be  elected  not  later  than 
the  fifteenth  of  April  of  each  year,  and  shall 
assume  full  control  and  responsibility  of  the 
paper's  affairs  with  number  thirteen,  which  ig 
generally  issued  about  the  twentieth  day  of 
April.  The  object  of  this  is  to  relieve  the  sen- 
ior editors  of  the  work  necessary  to  the  per- 
formance of  their  editorial  duties  at  a time  in 
their  college  course  when  their  attention  must 
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generally  be  given  to  other  and  more  important 
matters;  and,  in  addition,  it  is  considered  that 
the  members  of  the  new  board  will  be  able  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  advice  and  experience 
of  the  retiring  members  for  a few  months,  and 
not  be  cast  entirely  upon  their  own  resources, 
as  is  now  the  case  when  a new  board  assumes 
control  of  the  paper  at  the  opening  of  each 
collegiate  year. 

^ I practice  at  Cornell  by  which  any 

Senior,  who  is  entitled  to  graduate,  is 
eligible  to  a place  on  the  commencement  stage, 
provided  the  professor  in  Elocution  receiv^es 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  oratorical  ability 
of  the  candidate,  .seems  after  all  to  be  the  only 
rational  way  of  choosing  commencement 
.speakers  and  should  commend  itself  to  tho.se 
who  have  this  matter  in  charge  here.  The 
plan  of  selecting  them  according  to  class  rank 
has  nothing  in  its  favor  but  the  custom,  it.self 
borrowed  from  the  cla.ssical  .schools  where 
class  rank  is  suppo.sed  to  be  an  evidence  of 
the  abilit}'  to  write  and  speak.  It  can  only  be 
desirable  that  the  best  speakers  represent  the 
graduating  class  on  University  Day.  The 
men  chosen  merel\-  for  their  standing,  espec- 
ially in  the  School  of  Technology,  are  not 
infrequently  utterly  incapable  of  delivering  a 
decent  oration,  without  the  rare  merit  of  suffi- 
ciently perceiving  it  to  decline. 

^ I petition  which  was  handed  to  the 

Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual 
meeting  last  June,  asking  that  *^he  dormitory 
system  be  re\'ived  at  Lehigh,  has  ne\'er  been 
heard  from ; and,  in  view  of  the  constantly  in- 
creasing sentiment  among  our  students  in  favor 
of  the  system,  the  Burk  Board  would  respect- 
fully urge  that  the  Trustees  consider  this 
question,  if  they  have  not  already  done  so,  in 
the  light  of  a matter  which  demands  imme- 
diate and  energetic  measures.  W'e  all  recog- 
nize the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  ability 
to  reside  together,  as  much  as  is  i)o.ssible,  in 
dormitories,  not  only  from  a pecuniar)-  point 


of  view  but  from  a social  one  as  well,  besides 
conducing  to  the  upbuilding  of  a stronger  and 
healthier  college  .spirit  and  vastly  contributing 
to  the  furtherance  of  our  athletic  in.stitutions. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  the  Trustees  may  see 
their  way  clear  to  comply  with  the  requests 
made  of  them  and  that  we  will  have  dormi- 
tories at  Lehigh  in  the  near  future. 


~r  N another  column  will  be  found  a com- 
munication  regarding  a con.stitution  which 
the  Freshman  class  has  recently  framed.  As 
this  is  a matter  which  the  Burr  has,  at  various 
times,  urged  the  classes  to  consider,  we  wish 
to  commend  the  enterprise  which  ’92  has 
shown  in  instituting  a movement  which  we 
are  confident  can  be  attended  only  by  the 
most  .satisfactory  results.  Class  business  at 
Lehigh  is,  as  a general  thing,  conducted  in  a 
deplorably  loose  and  inefficient  fashion,  officers 
failing  to  appreciate  the  re.sponsibility  they  owe 
to  the  bod)'  which  elects  them,  and  members 
displaying  great  indifference  to  the  conduct  of 
their  officers.  This  .state  of  affairs  can  best  be 
obviated  by  a strict  adherence  to  a carefully 
prepared  and  comprehensive  set  of  rules,  which 
will  appl)'  in  all  the  ca.ses  which  usually  come 
within  the  treatment  of  a class  in  college. 
The  article -on  Athletics  was  prepared,  as  the 
writer  says,  after  numerous  inquiries  had  been 
made  and  suggestions  asked  from  upper 
classmen  and,  whether  it  will  be  succe.ssful  in 
practice  or  not,  it  unquestionably  shows  a 
regard  for  Lehigh’s  truest  and  best  interests 
in  the  matter  of  Athletics,  and  an  ardent  desire 
to  do  e\'erything  possible  to  ad\'ance  them. 
We  sincerel)-  hope  that  the  other  classes  will 
not  be  slow  to  follow  our  suggestion,  by  adopt- 
ing constitutions. 

HORTLY  before  the  date  for  the  State 
Intercollegiate  sports  in  Philadelphia,  a 
call  was  made  upon  the  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity for  subscriptions,  in  order  that  a large 
number  of  Lehigh  men  might  take  part  in  the 
games,  as  there  .seemed  to  be  e.xcellent  chances 
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for  obtaining  a good  rank  among  the  colleges 
represented  in  the  Association.  A mass 
meeting  was  held,  and  the  voluntary  contri- 
butions amounted  to  a comfortable  sum,  to 
which  were  added  appropriations  from  the  ; 
various  class  treasuries.  It  is  only  just  that 
those  who  have  given  money  for  this  object 
should  be  accurately  informed  as  to  the  dis- 
po.sal  thereof,  the  more  so,  since  the  Athletic 
authoritie.s  suddenly  found  that  their  original 
estimate  of  the  expen.ses  likely  to  be  incurred  ' 
was  insufficient;  made  a further  appeal  to 
the  University  and,  as  far  as  can  be  learned, 
were  liberally  accommodated.  We  feel  sure, 
then,  that  those  who  had  charge  of  the 
collection  and  expenditure  of  this  money,  will 
be  only  too  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  an 
opportunity  to  gratify  the  desire  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  this  regard,  and  the  Burr  will  be 
pleased  to  print  the  account  in  the  ne.xt  i.ssue. 

While  on  this  matter,  we  would  earnestly 
request  that  the  managers  of  the  different 
teams  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Athletic  Association  — although  they  are  not, 
unfortunately,  required  so  to  do  by  any  regu- 
lations— submit  general  reports  of  the  moneys 
they  have  succeeded  in  getting  together  and 
e.xpended  within  the  year,  which  the  Burr  will 
also  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  its  readers 
in  the  University,  who,  we  are  sure  would 
more  willingly  contribute  to  our  various  ' 
athletic  organizations,  did  they  have  some 
means  of  learning  what  is  done  with  the  money 
subscribed. 

^^EVERAL  years  ago  when  athletics  were 
^ in  a yet  primitive  state  here  at  Lehigh, 
one  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  has  more 
than  once  made  liberal  gifts  to  the  University, 
gave  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  toward 
grading  and  improving  the  present  athletic 
grounds.  Since  that  time  the  Alumni  have 
spent  a large  sum  in  providing  a good  tuft 
field ; but  there  is  novy  great  need  for  very  con-  ' 
siderable  improvements,  which  will  require  the 
expenditure  of  at  least  one  thousand  dollars,  , 


a grand  stand,  including  dressing  rooms,  and 
besides  the  south  side  to  be  terraced  and 
bleaching  boards  erected. 

The  great  advancement  made  in  all  branches 
of  athletics  during  the  present  college  year 
renders  these  improvements  all  the  more  ne- 
cessary. For  besides  the  convenience  and 
comfort  to  be  considered  let  us  not  forget  that 
the  college  teams  which  come  here  gather  no 
inconsiderable  portion  of  their  opinion  of  the 
University  from  the  condition  and  appearance 
of  our  athletic  grounds.  The  present  appear- 
ance of  the  grounds  is  a discredit  to  the  Uni- 
versity, and  should  be  remedied  before  another 
athletic  season  opens. 

We  have  a final  suggestion  to  offer  regard- 
ing this  matter,  and  in  presenting  it  urge  the 
college  to  take  some  action  immediately.  With 
the  support  of  the  different  athletic  teams  the 
men  are  now  heavily  burdened,  and  as  the 
Alumni  are  engaged  in  other  work,  it  would 
be  well  for  the  undergraduates  to  appeal  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  These 
gentlemen  have  the  interests  of  the  University 
and  its  students  warmly  at  heart,  and  without 
doubt  the  necessary  amount  would  be  sub- 
scribed by  them,  with  all  the  more  readiness 
because  the  men  have  shown  a disposition  in 
the  past  to  endeavor  to  manage  their  own 
affairs  unaided. 

^ I '''HE  stand  the  Faculty  has  lately  taken  re- 
garding  absences  is  at  least  an  unfor- 
i tunate  one,  not  only  to  the  delinquents  im- 
! mediately  concerned  but  for  its  general  effect 
upon  the  student  body  at  large,  and  because 
I ultimately  it  effects,  through  them,  the  best 
interests  of  the  University. 

Prefatorily  it  is  to  be  distinctly  understood, 
[ whether  the  policy  of  the  Faculty,  in  their 
I government  of  the  students  in  the  past,  has 
I been  always  wi.se,  far-seeing  and  just;  whether 
I they  have  made  mistakes  or  not;  whether  it 
has,  or  has  not,  been  the  custom  here  to  pub- 
licly criticize  their  acts,  the  privilege  yet  re- 
niains,  and  it  is  the  purpose  here  to  exercise 
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this  right  of  equitable  and  impartial  criticism. 

A few  words  will  state  the  whole  case.  The 
Faculty  has  established  certain  rules  govern- 
ing and  limiting  the  number  of  absences  which 
may  be  incurred,  and  prescribing  the  penalties 
tor  the  violation  of  the  same.  Pains  have  been 
taken  that  these  rules  become  generally  known, 
that  they  be  constantly  impressed  upon  every 
one  in  the  University.  More  than  this,  every 
precaution  has  been  used  to  keep  the  men  in- 
formed whenever  they  exceed  the  first  bounds 
of  the  law,  and  every  opportunity  has  been 
giv'en  for  the  correction  of  mistakes  and  the 
remedy  of  any  injustice.  Thus  far  the  Faculty 
and  the  President  have  acted  with  the  greatest 
patience  and  liberality.  F'urther  than  this,  they 
have  signally  failed  in  the  administrations  of 
the  laws  which  they  themselves  have  created, 
and  to  this  failure  the  present  trouble  is  large- 
ly due.  That  first  principle  of  law  which  de- 
mands the  rigid  enforcement  of  the  penalties 
incident  upon  its  violation  is  too  well  known 
to  be  recited.  The  Faculty  has  repeatedly 
failed  in  the  past  to  inflict  the  punishments 
which  it  has  declared  it  would  inflict.  Men 
have  been  warned  again  and  again  and  have 
been  allowed  to  go  unpunished  until  the 
threatened  penalties  have  lost  all  meaning  and 
persistant  and  wilful  violation  of  the  law  has 
become  astonishingly  frequent,  the  rules  have 
become  innocuous,  and  the  student  body  se- 
riously demoralized.  Then  the  guillotine  is 
set  to  work,  and  a large  number  are  suspended 
or  summarily  dismissed;  and  as  a matter  of 
course  not  a few  comparatively'  blameless  and 
good  students  suffer. 

This  policy  is  bad — bad  in  its  immediate 
effects,  bad  in  its  ultimate  effects.  For  however 
stringent  the  rules  the  Faculty  may  establish, 
it  must  be  believed  thay  they'  will  receive  the 
respect  and  general  acceptance  of  the  student 
body,  only  when  they  are  rigidly  and  impar- 
tially enforced. 

^ I '*^HF  Base-ball  and  Lacros.se  sea.sons  hav-e 
clo.sed  and  we  look  back  upon  the  one 


with  feelings  of  disappointment  and  the  other 
with  those  of  great  satisfaction.  The  Lacrosse 
team  has  worked  hard  and  shown  constant 
improvement  from  game  to  game.  Their 
victories  ha\’e  been  o\'er  competitors  worthy' 
of  them,  and  their  defeats  by'  some  of  the  best 
Lacrosse  teams  in  the  country'.  The  victory' 
over  Harvard  .Saturday  before  last  assured  us 
of  second  place  in  the  Intercollegiate  Lacro.sse 
Association,  which  is  especially  gratifying,  in- 
asmuch as  this  is  only'  Lehigh’s  second  year 
in  the  league.  To  everyone  connected  with 
the  team,  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  University' 
are  due. 

The  manager  and  captain  of  the  Base-ball 
team  have  spared  no  efforts  to  make  this  the 
most  successful  season  in  Lehigh’s  history, 
and  had  they'  been  accorded  better  support  by' 
the  University'  and  certain  members  of  the 
team,  we  might  be  able  to  regard  the  results 
with  greater  satisfaction.  Several  of  their 
games  have  been  remarkably  well  played, 
moving  the  Pennsylvanian  to  speak  of  our  team 
as  one  of  the  best  college  nines  in  the  country ; 
but  such  miserable  exhibition  of  ball  playing 
have  they'  given  us  at  other  times,  that  Penn- 
sylvania’s compliment  is,  to  us,  rather  .sar- 
castic. And  what  is  the  cau.se  of  our  inferi- 
ority’ in  Base-ball,  which  hangs  on  from  y'ear 
to  y'ear?  P'undamentally’,  it  is  the  failure  on 
the  part  of  members  of  the  team  to  undergo 
a proper  amount  of  training  and  self-denial. 
We  have  repeatedly  heard  some  of  the  Base- 
ball men  remark,  that  they  could  not  see  the 
nece.ssity'  of  it : let  them  only  take  a retrospect 
of  our  Base-ball  seasons  for  years  back  and 
be  con\  inced  that  they  are  wrong.  Let  them 
look  to  the  methods  in  vogue  at  Yale,  which 
is  the  model  Base-ball  college  of  this  country, 
— as  indeed  it  is  in  almost  every'thing  else  — 
and  see  to  what  extent  their  requirements,  in 
regard  to  training,  bear  fruit.  Let  them  adopt, 
as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  .system  used  at 
some  of  the  colleges  successful  in  this  game 
and  then,  if  our  Base-ball  seasons  are  not 
more  creditable  than  this  has  been,  let  us  give 
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up  Base-ball  with  the  honest  convaction  that 
we  cannot  play  the  great  American  game  here 
at  Lehigh.  All  the  weaknesses  of  the  team, 
in  batting  and  in  such  a decided  susceptibility 
to  go  to  pieces  on  the  slightest  provocation, 
may  be  traced  back  to  lack  of  proper  practice 
and  lack  of  confidence,  which,  in  turn,  come 
from  failure  to  appreciate  the  responsibility 
resting  upon  them  as  the  representatives  of 
their  University  on  the  diamond  and,  accord- 
ingly, to  sacrifice  an  adequate  amount  of  their 
pleasures  and  time  to  compass  the  results  we 
would  have  them  attain.  To  sum  up,  then  — 
we  will  never  amount  to  anything  in  Base- 
ball unless  we  go  about  it  in  the  right  way  ; 
and  until  we  are  firmly  resolved  to  do  this, 
there  is  no  use  expending  time  and  money  in 
doing  and  accomplishing  practically  nothing. 

LACROSSE. 

C.  C.  N.  V.,  o;  LEHIGH,  I I. 

SATURDAY  morning.  May  18,  the  Uni- 
versity twelve  met  the  New  York  Col- 
lege team  on  the  home  grounds,  and  defeated 
them  without  difficulty  by  a score  of  1 1 goals 
to  none.  The  game  was  completely  one-sided, 
the  visitors  being  out-played  man  for  man,  and 
at  no  time  did  they  approach  dangerously  near 
to  scoring.  Although  so  one-sided,  it  was  an 
interesting  exhibition  of  frequent  clever  plays, 
and  in  team  work  the  men  showed  a decided 
improvement  over  the  Rutgers’  game,  especially 
the  defence. 

The  game  was  commenced  shortly  after 
eleven  o’clock,  and  the  ball  was  soon  in  front 
of  the  visitors’  goal.  After  several  trials  and 
pretty  stops  by  Mitchell,  Boynton  threw  the 
first  goal  for  Lehigh.  One  minute  later  An- 
derson made  the  second,  and  then  followed 
two  by  Reese  and  one  by  Vander  Horst  at 
five  minute  intervals.  In  two  minutes  more 
Ree.se  threw  the  sixth  goal  and  time  was  soon 
called.  In  the  second  half,  after  six  minutes 
rather  loose  play  by  the  home  team,  Reese 
scored  again,  and  then  threw  two  more  goals  in 
rapid  succession.  After  this  Ree.se  and  Barnard 


changed  places.  The  visitors  now  braced  up 
and  defended  their  goal  sharply,  and  it  was 
only  after  8 minutes  hard  play  Vander  Horst 
again  scored.  In  7 minutes  more  Boynton 
threw  the  last  goal,  and  after  a few  minutes  of 
uneventful  play  time  was  called. 

Reese,  Grammer,  Vander  Horst,  Boynton 
and  Anderson  played  the  best  game  for  Le- 
high; while  for  New  York,  Mitchell,  Hackett, 
Nelson,  ’90,  and  Nelson,  ’91,  did  the  best  work.

. HARVARD,  o;  LEHIGH,  3. 

The  second  game  in  the  Intercollegiate 
Association  series  was  played  on  the  ath- 
letic grounds  Saturday  afternoon.  May  25, 
and  resulted  in  the  defeat  of  Harvard  by  a 
score  of  3 goals  to  o.  The  game  was  close 
and  exciting  throughout,  although  the  visitors 
failed  to  score,  and  it  was  by  far  the  best  Le- 
high has  played  this  year.  Play  began  at  3.15. 
By  a good  throw  and  quick  work  the  ball  was 
carried  up  the  field  toward  Harvard’s  goal,  but 
the  sharp  work  of  the  defence  soon  forced  it 
back  to  centre,  and  good  running  and  dodging 
brought  it  close  to  Lehigh’s  goal.  The  home 
defence  now  played  hard,  the  visitors  failed  to 
get  a fair  try  for  goal,  and  a long  throw  by 
Morrow  returned  the  ball  to  the  other  end  of 
the  field.  Play  here  was  very  close  and  lively 
and  Lehigh  came  very  near  to  scoring  several 
times.  The  ball  was  tipped  back  and  forward 
around  Harvard’s  goal,  but  close  defence  work 
prevented  a fair  shot,  and  soon  a good  throw 
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by  Pulsifer  sent  it  back  down  the  field.  Long 
runs  and  much  off  the  field  play  followed,  and 
for  some  time  it  seemed  as  if  neither  side  would 
score.  The  fine  running  and  dodging  of  the 
Harvard  men  forced  the  ball  back  to  Lehigh’s 
goal  time  alter  time,  but  they  were  prevented 
from  scoring  by  the  splendid  defence  play  of 
the  home  team,  checking  e\er\-  attempt  to 
shoot  goal.  A long  throw  by  Grammer  was 
secured  by  Boynton,  who  ran  in  and  tipped  to 
Anderson  who  made  a swipe  for  goal.  The 
ball  went  fair  between  the  posts,  as  the  Har- 
vard men  acknowledged,  but  the  umpire 
claimed  not  to  have  seen  the  play  and  would 
not  allow  a goal.  Fine  play  by  Boynton  and 
Vander  Horst  kept  the  ball  around  visitor’s 
goal  for  some  time,  but  a slow  shot  by  Reese 
went  to  one  side  and  Hall  by  a long  throw 
sent  it  far  into  Lehigh’s  territory.  Play  was 
again  close  and  exciting  around  the  home 
team’s  goal,  and  for  several  minutes  Harvard’s 
attack  fought  hard  to  get  it  in  near  enough 
for  a fair  shot,  but  were  repeatedly  checked. 
Finally,  Morrow  secured  the  ball  and  tipped 
to  Grammer,  nearlj^  in  front  of  goal,  who  by  a 
long  throw  up  the  field  sent  it  out  of  danger. 
The  ball  was  missed  by  Stetson,  and  the  Har- 
vard defence  drawn  off,  leaving  their  goal  un- 
cov'ered.  The  opportunity  was  not  lost.  By 
a beautiful  pick  up  and  run,  Vander  Horst 
carried  it  in  and  threw  the  first  goal  at  3. 50. 
The  Harvard  men  now  redoubled  their  efforts, 
the  play  was  sharp  and  rapid,  and  for  some 
time  it  seemed  as  if  Lehigh  would  not  score 
again,  but  their  superior  team  work  began  to 
tell,  as  the  ball  was  forced  back  continually 
towatd  the  visitors’  goal,  and,  after  10  minntes 
more  play,  Vander  Horst  secured  it,  and  tipped 
to  Boynton,- who,  by  a beautiful  play,  scored 
the  second  goal.  Five  minutes  intermission 
was  taken  at  this  point.  At  4.10,  the  ball  was 
again  put  in  play  and  quickly  forced  toward 
Lehigh’s  goal,  Harvard  struggling  hard  to 
score.  The  contest  here  was  the  most  excit- 
ing of  the  game,  the  ball  was  carried  up  and 
down  in  front  of  the  goal.  Again  and  again 


it  seemed  the  fine  running  and  dodging  of  the 
Harvard  men  could  not  fail  to  score,  but  the 
.steady,  sharp  work  of  Lehigh’s  defence  pre- 
vented any  clear  throws,  and  kept  the  ball  at 
a comparatively  safe  distance.  At  last,  how- 
ever, Huntress  obtained  a clear  shot,  but  it 
was  beautifully  stopped  by  Buckley.  A good 
throw  by  Grammer  soon  after  sent  the  ball 
down  the  field,  and  it  was  quickly  carried  once 
more  in  front  of  Harvard’s  goal,  and  forced 
through,  making  the  third  goal  for  Lehigh. 
In  the  four  minutes  that  remained  neither  side 
scored,  and  time  was  called  at  4.30.

Lehigh  played  a strong  team  game,  and  the 
individual  playing  was  frequently  brilliant.

Boynton,  Vander  Horst,  Anderson  and  Gram- 
mer played  the  best  game  for  Lehigh,  while 
for  Harvard,  Griswold,  Stetson  and  Hall  did 
good  work. 

BROOKLYN,  6;  LEHIGH,  4, 

Thursday,  May  30,  the  University  twelve 
was  defeated  by  the  well-known  Brooklyn  team 
in  one  of  the  prettiest  exhibition  games  ever 
seen  here,  by  the  close  score  of  six  goals  to 
four.  The  visiting  team  is  one  of  the  strongest 
in  the  country,  and  at  present  holds  the  Oelrich 
Cup  as  champions  of  the  eastern  part  of  the 
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United  States  The  men  are  mostly  Canadians, 
some  of  whom  have  an  almost  national  reputa- 
tion. The  excellent  showing  made  again.st  so 
formidable  opponents  must  be  gratifying  to  all, 
as  exhibiting  the  high  state  of  development  in 
lacrosse,  and  promising  even  more  successful 
seasons  in  the  near  future. 

Play  began  at  3.10,  and  the  ball  was  quickly 
sent  to  Lehigh’s  goal,  but  Brooklyn’s  throw 
was  blocked,  and  Morrow  took  the  ball  out 
C)f  the  crowd  and  threw  up  the  field.  It  was 
secured  by  Boynton,  who,  by  a beautiful  run, 
carried  in  and  tipped  to  Reese,  who  threw  first 
goal.  Time,  one  minute.  Two  minutes  later, 
Crosbie  threw  the  first  goal  for  Brooklyn.  The 
play  was  now  very  close,  but  at  the  end  of  six 
minutes  Bennett  threw  a second  goal  for 
Brooklyn,  and  ten  minutes  later  shot  a third. 
Lehigh  soon  scored  again  on  a pretty  play  by 
Reese,  and  after  ten  minutes  hard  work  Brook- 
lyn secured  a goal,  and  shortly  afterwards  an- 
other. Five  minutes  after  the  ball  was  again 
put  in  play  it  was  faced  close  to  Brooklyn’s 
goal,  secured  by  Vander  Horst  and  tipped  to 
Anderson,  who  threw  goal.  Brooklyn’s  scored 
but  once  again,  and  five  minutes  afterwards 
Boynton  carried  the  ball  in,  and  Anderson,  by 
a fine  throw,  shot  the  last  goal.  Ten  minutes 
later,  time  was  called.  The  game  abounded 
in  pretty  plays,  and  the  team  work  was  ex- 
cellent. The  best  playing  was  done  by  An- 
derson, Boynton  and  Reese  for  Lehigh,  and 
by  Bennett,  McLean  and  Crosbie  for  Brook- 
lyn.

Saturday,  May  i8,  Lafayette  was  obliged  to 
bow  to  Lehigh  and  acknowledge  her  athletic  su- 
premacy now  accomplished  in  every  manner 
of  sport.  This  time  is  was  a sharp  and  pretty 
game  of  base-ball  which  was  won  by  timely 
batting  and  superior  fielding.  All  the  more 
credit  is  due  to  the  team  as  Lafayette  played 
with  three  professionals — the  pitcher,  first  and 
second  base-men — who  did  all  their  best  work 
for  them.  In  the  first  inning  Lafayette  took

TI^ditors  Lehigh  Burr: — There  are  a 
^ certain  set  of  men  in  existence  in  this 
University  known  as  “drawing  fiends.”  They 
seem  to  be  possessed  by  a sort  of  monomania 
whose  effect  is  to  induce  them  to  frequent  the 
draughting  rooms  incessantly,  where  they  slave 
away  from  one  week’s  end  to  another.  The 
result  is  that  the  men  of  average  ability  and 
taste  for  this  branch  of  their  work  at  the  latter 
part  of  the  term  are  compelled  to  work  just  as 
incessantly,  in  order  to  overtake  their  incon- 
siderate class  mates.  And  yet,  the  fault  lies 
not  altogether  with  the  “fiend”;  for  a great 
part  the  instructor  is  responsible. 

This  University  has  been  in  existence  a 
quarter  of  a century.  In  that  time  the  various 
departments  should  have  had  leisure  to  dis- 
cover the  capabilities  of  the  average  student, 
and  lay  out  an  amount  of  work  proportionate 
to  his  ability.  Those  taking  the  various  En- 
gineering courses  will  confirm  my  statement 
that  there  is  not  a definite  and  fixed  amount  of 
drav/ing  assigned  for  each  term;  but  rather, 
each  class  does  as  much  as  the  inconsiderate 
student,  and  instructor  can  impose. 

This  method  of  allowing  the  “drawing  room 
fiend  ” in  a measure  to  determine  the  amount 
of  work  has  other  disadvantages.  In  the  first 
place  he  is  usually  a man  whose  interests  run 
preminently  in  this  direction.  They  should 
consequently  be  curbed.  The  aim  of  a college 
course  should  be  to  develop  the  student  .sym- 
metrically, and  not  to  minister  to  any  individu- 
ality of  taste.  Consequently  the  time  for  each 
branch  of  the  course  should  be  definitely  pro- 
portioned, and  the  danger  that  one  study  be 
shirked  to  the  detriment  of  another  be  elimi- 
nated so  far  as  po.ssible. 

The  fact  that  such  danger  exists  is  proven 
annually  by  men  who  have  been  accustomed 
to  haunt  the  draughting  rooms,  and  who  fail 
to  pass  in  other  subjects,  the  inference  being 
that  this  failure  is  merely  due  to  the  excess  ol 
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time  devoted  to  this  one  element  of  their 
course.  Instructors  would  convey  a great 
boon  upon  tho.se  who  are  taking  Engineering 
courses  if  they  would  be.stow  some  attention 
upon  this  matter,  and  adjust  what  is  at  pre.sent 
an  obvious  wrong.  Pomponius. 

EniTUKs  Lehigh  I^ukk: — The  class  of ’92 
has  recognized  the  advantages  to  be 
derived  from  having  a class  constitution.  She 
has  provided  for  the  transaction  of  class  busi- 
ness after  the  manner  of  the  most  approved 
and  generally  accepted  methods.  She  has  also 
had  sufficient  spirit  and  enterprise  to  adopt  an 
article  containing  such  provisions  as  will  tend 
to  develop  a strong  and  healthy  class  spirit  in 
athletics.  In  man)'  respects,  it  is  an  innova- 
tion. The  specifying  of  the  minimum  amount 
which  a ’93  man  is  called  upon  to  give  to  college 
athletics,  the  manner  of  collecting  the  money 
and  of  devoting  it  to  the  \ arious  athletic  in- 
terests, the  securing  to  the  class  the  credit  or 
discredit  for  the  amount  of  money  given,  the 
provision  made  to  bring  every  athlete  in  the 
class  into  active  .service,  and  the  placing  of 
athletes  on  a sound  and  busine.ss-like  basis  are 
but  a few  of  the  many  direct  and  indirect  good 
results  to  be  brought  about.  In  the  eyes  of  her 
critics,  ’92  may  be  guilty  of  being  too  forward 
in  matters  of  this  kind,  but  she  is  simply  ful- 
filling her  manifest  destin)',  in  omnia  pai'atns. 
The  following  is  the  article  on  athletics; 

.Section  i.  Every  member  shall  consider  it  his  duty 
to  take  an  active  interest  in  college  athletics. 

Sec.  2.  An  annual  assessment  of  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
upon  each  member  shall  be  made,  to  be  devoted  to 
college  athletics,  which  shall  include  all  assessments 
for  that  purpose.  One-half  of  the  assessment  is  to  be 
paid  by  Christmas  vacation  of  each  year,  the  other  half 
by  March  ist  of  the  year  following. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  an  athletic  committee  of  three 
(31  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be  annually  elected 
by  the  class,  and  the  third  shall  be  the  class  representa- 
tive to  the  L.  U.  A. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  col- 
lect all  class  assessments  to  college  athletics,  to  confer 
with  the  director  of  the  gymnasium  and  encourage 
persons  to  train  in  those  sports  in  which  they  will 
probably  excel,  to  keep  themselves  informed  on  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  athletic  sports  and  to  present 
a written  report  at  each  regular  meeting  on  the  con- 
dition of  athletics  in  the  class. 


Sec.  5.  All  moneys  for  athletics  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  class  treasurer.  The  class  shall,  by  vote,  dis- 
pose of  all  such  moneys. 

.Sec.  6.  At  the  beginning  of  each  year  the  following 
are  to  be  elected,  by  ballot  or  otherwise : A repre- 
sentative to  the  L.  U.  A.  A.,  and  a manager  of  each  of 
the  following  class  teams  : foot-ball,  base-ball,  lacrosse, 
and  any  other  athletic  teams  the  class  may  determine 
upon.  V.  S.  P.

The  name  of 
Croll  should  not  have  been  inserted,  while 
those  of  McCall,  Robinson  and  Zahniser  were 
omitted. 

— At-  the  regular  meeting  of  St.  Andrew's 
Guild  on  Sunday,  May  26th,  the  following 
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officers  were  elected  to  serve  until  the  end  of  , 
next  term:  President,  F.  K.  Houston,  ’90; 

Vice-President,  P.  M.  Paine,  ’91;  Secretary,  PL.

Before  adjourning  for  the  summer,  a handsome 
silver  tea-pot  was  presented  to  Mrs.  A.  VV. 
Snyder,  in  appreciation  of  her  uniform  kindness 
to  the  Guild  during  the  past  two  years. 

— F.  P.  Spaulding,  ’80,  who  is  now  in  the 
Government  service  on  the  Mississippi  River, 
has  three  Lehigh  men  with  him.  We  are  glad 
to  note  this  act  on  the  part  of  an  alumnus  to 
associate  with  himself  graduates  of  the  Univer- 
sity; this  is  one  of  the  many  ways  in  which 
an  alumnus  may  benefit  his  alma  mater.  It  is 
at  once  an  expression  of  loyalty  to  and  of  con- 
fidence in  the  University,  two  things  without 
which  no  college  can  be  truly  successful. 

— Probably  the  finest  and  most  e.xpensix  e 
celebration  that  ever  took  place  here  was  held 
after  the  Lafayette  base-ball  game  on  the  May 
18.  The  whole  line  of  march  was  one  blaze 
of  fireworks,  and  almost  the  entire  population 
of  Bethlehem  was  out  to  see  the  parade.  The 
firemen  rang  their  engine  bells,  and  the  spec- 
tators applauded  as  the  procession  passed  by. 
The  most  conspicuous  object  in  the  parade  was 
a large  tub  inscribed  with  “ Soup”  Lafa\'ette6, 
Lehigh  8. 

— As  the  term  is  very  nearly  ended  and 
many  men  have  not  yet  paid  their  athletic  and 
other  subscriptions,  we  would  remind  them 
that  the  several  business  managers  have  their 
affairs  to  straighten  up  in  the  few  remaining 
days,  and  that  all  amounts  are  now  due  and 
should  be  paid  at  once.  It  is  important  that 
the  retiring  managers  leave  their  affairs  in  some 
respectable  shape,  and  that  they  be  spared 
embarrassment  and  trouble  in  settling  the  debts 
of  the  various  organizations.  In  order  to  do 
this  all  subscriptions  must  be  forthcoming 
immediately.  Therefore,  let  no  man,  who  has 
thus  far  evaded  payment,  think  it  is  now  too 
late,  and  entirely  conscious  of  what  he  owes 
leave  town  without  paying  and  justifying  him- 
self with  the  poor  excuse  that  the  manager  i 


had  not  dunned  him  for  the  amount.  Let  each 
one  consider,  then,  that  the  small  sums  he  owes 
are  not  only  long  overdue  but  are  now  very 
much  needed. 

— A word  as  the  second  Lafayette  game. 
Andrews  of  the  Philadelphias  w'as  to  have  acted 
as  umpire,  having  been  agreed  upon  by  the 
managements  of  both  teams.  He  telegraphed 
to  Manager  Harry  of  Lafayette,  that  he  would 
reach  Easton  at  3:45.  When  the  Lehigh  team 
arrived  on  the  Lafayette  campus,  they  were 
informed  that  Mr.  Andrews  was  unable  to.be 
in  Easton ; and  consequently  an  umpire  was 
accepted  in  the  person  of  Earle,  a member  of 
the  Easton  professional  team.  Mr.  Andrews 
reached  the  grounds  soon  after  the  game  was 
started,  but  his  pre.sence  was  kept  dark.  His 
substitute  was  fair  throughout  the  game  e.xcept 
at  the  most  important  point — a decision  at  the 
home  plate  in  the  fourth  inning,  when  a La- 
fayette man  was  declared  safe.  Capt  Wells, 
who  was  coaching  the  runner,  followed  him 
along  the  third  base  line  and  over  the  plate, 
contrary  to  the  rules  governing  coachers.  To 
clap  the  clima.x,  as  soon  as  Harry  saw  that 
the  runner  was  probably  out,  he  rushed  up  to 
McClung  and  hit  him  in  the  face.  This  was  a 
signal  for  the  whole  of  Lafayette  College  to 
rush  on  the  field  and  display  their  usual  pugi- 
listic tendencies.  Happily,  no  one  was  hurt, 
and  the  field  was  soon  cleared.  But  the  Lehigh 
team  saw  that  they  were  to  be  roasted  out  of 
the  game,  as  they  were  told  they  would  be  by 
Harry  the  Saturday  before,  after  Lafayette’s 
defeat;  and  their  poor  play  was  the  result. 
Andrews,  after  the  game,  told  one  of  our  men 
that  the  decision  in  the  fourth  inning  was  an 
outrage;  at  least  the  runner  should  have  been 
sent  back  to  third  base  and  Wells  and  Harry 
ordered  off  the  field.  These  are  the  facts  of  the 
case,  and — if  we  may  be  allowed  a little  comrr  at 
— it  is  easy  to  see  that,  if  a totally  disinterested 
and  capable  umpire  had  been  acting  during 
the  game,  our  men  would  have  derived  more 
confidence,  and  it  is  hoped  would  have  played 
as  they  did  the  first  three  innings.
